CUT BACK ON WORK STUDY

Tho Work Study Program is dosignod to 
givo qualifiod (noody) studonts work on 
tho campus. 

Tho advantages of this program aro two- 
fold. First it provides working hours 
for tho studont which aro compatiblo with 
his school hours, Socond, it provides tho 
eash to pay for nocossary jobs about tho 
campus: such as dishwashors, assistant 
custodians, and librarians. Tho Fodoral 
re lea pays approximatoly 85% ,statc 
15%. 

Early this wook Dr. Wobstor, who is in 
chargo of tho program, sont a notico to 
tho supervisors of oach work study dopart- 
mont. Tho noti-co roquirod that tho hours 
of cach studont would bo cut 20%. 

This moans that thirty to fourty stu- 
donts who had plannod and deopondod on tho 
monoy which was promisod thom will havo 
to find jobs outsido tho collogo, It also 
moans tho administration will havo to dig 
up somo money somowhoro to pay for tho 
absolutely nocossary jobs. 

Mr. Lucas, tho managor of tho Mass, 
Employmont Buroau, said that "if you woro 
to walk down tho stroct you wouldn't find 
a part timo job." Ho mentioned tho Cabor 
strikos,and he prosumes that these somo 
odd 200 mon will also be looking for work, 
Ho said that studonts who nocd work should 
still. apply and deponding on the individual 
casos somothing may bo workod out. Ho said 
th.t its possiblo for two studonts to split 
on oight-hour shits and if transportation 
was availablo tho studont could apply to 
gathor sap in tho surrounding aroa. Butas 
ho pointed out, "Historically, Jamrary 
and February arc tho worst months."
